Spike in heroin use, overdoses cause for 'concern' 


Paramedics find two nearly dead, respond to five OD's

Last Wednesday’s heroin 
arrest of a Lawrenceburg 
mom who told police she is a 
“heroin fiend” is far from an 
isolated incident 

Although most wouldn’t 
consider such a destructive 
narcotic common in Law¬ 
renceburg, public safety 


officials say they are seeing 
plenty of the drug, and its 
devastating side effects with 
regularity. 

Emergency Management 
Services Director Bart Powell 
said Monday that paramedics 
have responded to five heroin 
overdoses in just the past two 
weeks. 

“By the time we got there, 


two of them were minutes 
from [dying],” Powell said 
Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Powell said 
in both cases 
the person’s 
respirations 
were four per 
minute. 

“Twelve to 
20 is normal,” 
he said. “Four is not conducive 
to supporting life.” 


Powell explained the sud¬ 
den spike in heroin overdoses 
by saying, in short, because 
the drug is readily available. 

“Drugs seem to trend,” he 
said. “When drugs on the 
street become less available or 
more expensive, people transi¬ 
tion to what is available, and 
the most available and cheap¬ 
est right now is heroin.” 

County Attorney Bobbi Jo 
Lewis, who prosecutes crime 
in District Court, called the 


recent news of heroin use in 
Anderson County “shocking.” 

“It is shocking to me that a 
small town like Lawrenceburg 
would have such a problem 
with such a dangerous sub¬ 
stance,” she said. “There is 
definitely an increase in hero¬ 
in-related incidents. 

“I’m very concerned about 
this.”

Benson Creek man recovering after four-wheeler wreck 


Friend says he hopes incident educates car, four-wheeler drivers

The friend of a Lawrence¬ 
burg man seriously injured May 
3 in a four-wheeler wreck is 
hoping that the incident serves 
as a lesson for drivers of cars, 
and four-wheelers. 

John Bradley, 39, of Benson 
Creek Road sustained numerous 
injuries when the four-wheeler 
he was driving went off the 
road and hit a tree after nearly 
being struck by an oncoming 
motorist, according to friend 
and neighbor Bobby Denhart. 

Bradley, who was released 
Monday night following a one- 
month stay at the University 
of Kentucky Medical Center, 
spent nearly three weeks in a 
drug-induced coma. He suffered 
broken ribs, a broken arm, head 
trauma, collapsed lungs and lost 
his right middle finger, Denhart 
said. 

He was scheduled for about a 
month of rehabilitation at Car¬ 
dinal Hill in Lexington, Denhart 
said, and it remained unclear 
how well Bradley will fully 
recover from his injuries. 

Denhart acknowledges that 
Bradley legally should not have 
been operating an off-road 
vehicle on Benson Creek Road, 


but would like to know why the 
person witnesses told him ran 
him off the road didn’t stop. 

“There’s no way [this person] 
ran him off the road and didn’t 
know it,” he said, adding that 
other four-wheeler operates up 
the road told him that a vehicle 
nearly ran them off the road 
moments earlier, and that the 
vehicle was moving “very fast.” 

Denhart said a neighbor 
found Bradley after the acci¬ 
dent, and likely saved his life. 

“The man who lives there is a 
former state police dispatcher,” 
Denhart said. “If he hadn’t 
found him, he would have died 
right there in the road.” 

Sheriff Troy Young said 
that an investigation into the 
incident remains open, and 
that anyone with information 
is welcome to call his office at 
839-4021. 

Denhart said even if that per¬ 
son is never identified, he hopes 
his friend’s injuries weren’t in 
vain. 

“I just hope this brings aware¬ 
ness for fast-moving vehicles on 
narrow county roads and for the 
four-wheelers who shouldn’t be 
out there,” he said.

Grant’s two young boys 
in reference to drug 
activity, according to a 
news release issued by 
the police. 

Once inside, officer 
Jeremy Cornish said 
he found three needle 
syringes on a living 
room table, according to 
a complaint he filed in 
District Court. 

He said that one of 
the syringes had been 
used and laid “just inch¬ 
es away from [Grant’s] 
juvenile sons.” 

The two children 
were removed from the 
home and placed in a 
family member’s care, 
police said. 

Cornish said he found 
17 bindles of packaged 
heroin, needle syringes 
loaded with heroin, used 
syringes and spoons 
that had been heated, 
according to his report. 

He said he also found 
two “owe me” lists, 
which contained the 
names of people who 
owed between $20 and 
$40. He also found $371 
in cash, and that Grant 
told him “she is a heroin 
fiend.” 

Grant was charged 
and jailed at the Shelby 
County Detention Cen¬ 
ter, where she is being 
held on $10,000 bond. 

She was arraigned 
last Thursday morn¬ 
ing in front of District 
Court Judge Donna 
Dutton, who denied 
releasing her on her 
own recognizance or on 
bail credit because “she 
is a danger to herself 
and others,” according to 
court files.

Four decades required 
to pay for city's errors

C olumn as I see ’em... 

If you could receive $5,500 from a state agency by simply 
responding to an email, would you do it? 

Of course you would, that is unless you are in city government. 
In the past two years, city officials have squandered $11,000 
by not responding to emails from the state’s Division of Waste 
Management that required little more than clicking ______ 

“reply,” typing in “We’ll take the money” and clicking 
“send.” 

There are no lengthy forms to fill out, and getting 
the cash doesn’t first require the approval of a panel 
of state bureaucrats. The decision to give Lawrence- 
burg the cash had already been made; all city offi¬ 
cials had to do was respond. 

The cash is a state grant offered to assist with road¬ 
side cleanup at the county level and street sweeping 
in the city. 

1 heard about the city’s failure to accept this 

money while covering a fiscal court meeting a month _ 

or so ago, but found it hard to believe. After all, who 
turns down state funding? 

So I filed an open records request and, you guessed it, discov¬ 
ered that the city hasn’t bothered to accept roughly $5,500 in each 
of the past two years. 

Not a big deal, one might say, given the millions it takes to 
operate the city of Lawrenceburg. 

But it’s a huge deal in my mind, and here’s why: The city prop¬ 
erty tax bill on my home is $260 each year, based on the current 
tax rate. That means it will take 42 years of property tax bills to 
recoup the $11,000 that should have, and would have, come in had 
city government bothered to simply respond to an email. 
Forty-two blankety-blank years! 

Want to know how many years that means for you? Simply 
multiply by $1.78 the assessed value of your home, move the deci¬ 
mal point one space to the left and you’ll have your answer. For 
example, if your home is assessed at $100,000, you pay $178 year in 
city property taxes. That means, for you, it will take just short of 
62 years to pay for the city’s mistake. 

How’s that taste? 

You may as well flush that money down your toilet, but of 
course, that would make your sewer bill go up. 

When I asked the mayor about this, she thought the funds 
were applied for “unless someone in-house failed to tell me about 
it,” she said. 

Now there’s a surprise. Later that afternoon, her public works 
director admitted failing to apply for the money last year, but 
insisted that this year the fiscal court will either have to sweep 
the city’s streets or hand over the city’s share. 

Um, no. According to the judge-executive, that question has 
already been posed to someone above the pay grade of secretary 
at Solid Waste, and the answer was no. 

Had I bothered to ask any of the city council members, it’s 
doubtful they would have known, either. They’re much too busy 
ensuring that city council meetings open and close in under an 
hour, and perhaps a bit too comfortable in knowing that their pay, 
and the mayor’s, goes up automatically each year based on the 
cost of living, not their performance in office. 

Remember that this fall when your tax bill arrives, or while 
casting your votes for city council. I know I will, at least for the 
next 42 years. 


S peaking of tax bills, it’s been refreshing to read staff writer 
Meaghan Downs’ articles about the library board over the 
past couple of months. 

Seems folks there have checked their unbridled enthusiasm for 
expansion, and actually discussed lowering the ridiculous tax rate 
this year. 

It will be curious to find out if that, takes the starch out of local 
folks who I’m told are eager to join a class-action lawsuit filed 
against similarly formed libraries in northern Kentucky. 

Why they want to spend tens of thousands to do so is some¬ 
thing of a mystery to me, when all they need to do is form a peti¬ 
tion. 

Yep, that’s right. The library taxing district was formed by peti¬ 
tion and, best I can tell, can be unformed the same exact way. 

Not that it would be easy. It would require the signatures of 51 
percent of the number of people who voted in the most recent 
presidential election. That petition would then be submitted to 
the fiscal court, which could basically dissolve the library in its 
current form and remake it in a way that gives elected officials 
(that would be the judge-executive and magistrates) overall bud¬ 
getary control. 

That’s the way the Extension district operates, and it just low¬ 
ered its tax rate.

State funds will pay for 
the screening. This evalu¬ 
ation will be used to deter¬ 
mine how to help children 
develop the skills they need 
to be successful in school. 

Parents can be the best 
teachers to help prepare a 
child for success in school. 
The following checklist has 
been developed by the gov¬ 
ernor’s task force on Early 
Childhood Development 
and Education. 

Observe your child, 
grandchild or any child 
under your care and super¬ 
vision. 

Ask yourself if your 
child exhibits these skills 
and behaviors.

County changes require checking vehicle insurance 


F or the past five years 
Anderson County has 
been a test county for 
a new insurance 
program for vehi¬ 
cles. 

This program 
was implemented 
statewide on June 
5. 

What does this 
mean to you? 

By law, your 
insurance com¬ 
pany is required 
to send a list of 
Vehicle Identifi¬ 
cation Numbers 


(VIN) that they have insured 
to the Department of Insur¬ 
ance each month. 

These VIN numbers are 
entered into the statewide 
computer database. 

The registered owner 
of any vehicle whose VIN 
doesn’t match the Depart¬ 
ment of Insurance database 
will receive a notice that his 
or her vehicle registration 
will be cancelled within 30 
days. 

To avoid this, the regis¬ 
tered owner must bring the 
letter to the county clerk’s 
office. You may be asked to 


provide proof of insurance 
that shows no lapse in cover¬ 
age. The insurance proof can¬ 
not be more than 45 days old. 

Several things could cause 
you to receive a notice. You 
may have changed insurance 
companies. 

You may have changed 
your type of insurance (com¬ 
mercial or personal). Your 
insurance company may 
have failed to send in the 
correct VIN number for your 
vehicle. 

If you have cancelled your 
insurance for any reason, 
including seasonal use, you 


must surrender your license 
plate and registration to the 
county clerk’s office or you 
will get a letter and your reg¬ 
istration will be cancelled in 
30 days. 

Why is this taking place? 
Each year thousands of 
vehicles are being driven 
on our roads without insur¬ 
ance. This program has been 
implemented to help reduce 
that amount.

E ver have one of those 
days? I had one of those 
days, this past Sunday.

I started at 7 a.m. and got 
all kinds of things done, proj¬ 
ects completed

new indoor mini 
greenhouse, to 
boot. 

By 7 p.m. I 
was back out on 
the farm check¬ 
ing off the to-do 
list.

I decided to just check out 
the rest of the farm. I had 
basically finished my plant¬ 
ing last, week, so the gardens 
were the last place I went to 
visit. 

Last week a turtle got 
about 60 tomato plants, but I 
had already replanted. I raise 
all my own plants and only 
had about 170 more tomato

Later that same day, I 
decide to pour out my tale 
to family and friends on the 
phone. I gave up long dis¬ 
tance on my home phone last 
year. I can use my cell phone 
for that, if 1 stand on the 
front porch. 

Living in the country does 
have some technological

“But wait. There’s more.” 

I call my “other” mother in 
Indiana to pour out my tale. 
I’m just into the growling 
part and notice I’m getting 
no replies. Lo and behold my 
air time has run out on the 
phone. 

Thankfully, she called 
back on the house phone, so 
I got to finish and ended up 
laughing. 

It’s not the end of the 
world. Fortunately, Mt. Eden 
Greenhouse raised a lot of 
heirloom tomatoes this year. 

I already have had some set 
aside for me for next Sunday. 
In the mean time, I’m picking 
up more chicken wire to put 
directly around the raised 
beds. I don’t give up. 

Now, I received a few 
calls and comments in the 
last week from folks having 
trouble with their pear trees. 
The leaves are turning black 
and it’s not left over from the 
frost. 

I told them all to contact 
the Extension agent to have 
them checked. 


We’ve had perfect condi¬ 
tions for an outbreak of fire 
blight on fruit trees. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there isn’t much we 
can do now but cut off the 
affected branches, cutting 
6-8 inches below any dead 
tissue. Copper sprays used in 
early spring can help prevent 
an outbreak, but we’re past 
that point. 

We gardeners are a deter¬ 
mined lot and no matter 
what trials and tribulations 
come our way, we usually 
learn from every lesson and 
go after it even harder. 

Remember, no matter 
what life throws at us, we 
end up being wiser for it. It 
also helps to have a furry 
friend by your side. 

Now, get out there and 
see what challenges Mother 
Nature has provided for you 
this week. 

Whatever the challenge, 
good or bad, the silver lining 
is that you’ll end up smarter. 
Happy growing.

Spanish, with a touch of Kentucky slang 


Fawbush spends month teaching 
in Spain, visits several countries

Kayla Fawbush of Lawrenceburg, a 
recent graduate of Western Kentucky 
University, taught her international 
students more than just chemistry and 
physics. 

She taught them how to say “y’all.” 

“They had heard English, but they 
had never heard that accent before,” 
she said. 

Fawbush, who spent a month 
overseas in La Garrita, Spain, student 
teaching this spring, said her students 
were very fluent in English, hut not in 
accents. 

“‘Miss Kayla, please define ‘y’all.’ 
What does that mean?”’ Fawbush 
recalled one student asking. “They got 
to learn some Kentucky slang, I guess.” 

Not very fluent in Spanish herself, 
Fawbush said teaching Spanish sev¬ 
enth, eighth and ninth graders was 
an adjustment, especially in terms of 
culture. 

She had to make sure to be consci¬ 
entious in converting her units into 
the metric system, she said, and to 
focus these typically independent stu¬ 
dents. 

“I would never expect American 
students to be louder than me,” Faw¬ 
bush said. “That’s just the difference 
in culture; they [Spanish teachers] 
encourage discussion.” 

Fawbush said one of the positives

of teaching in another country was 
the way the school worked together to 
make sure students were on track. 
“They’re just preparing them for 


when they want to go to college; they 
aren’t tested every year,” she said. “It 
was neat to see the entire school work¬ 
ing together to make sure they were 
where they needed to be rather than 
being regulated by the government.” 

One of 24 education majors from 
WKU, Fawbush lived in a flat, above 
the private school where she taught 
every day from 9:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

She said people back home would 
be surprised at how friendly the Span¬ 
ish people were, even though Faw¬ 
bush didn’t really speak the language. 

“I feel like in America, if you look 
like a tourist, people are annoyed with 
you and are not helpful,” she said. 

Fawbush, who graduated as a 
double major in mathematics and sci¬ 
ence and mathematics education with 
a certification in secondary education, 
is currently on the hunt for a job, and 
said she’s had one interview with the 
Anderson Count y school district. 

Regardless of where she is 
employed, Fawbush said one of the 
things she’ll use in her future class¬ 
room after teaching overseas is her 
understanding of what international 
students go through when they come 
to America. 

“I never really understood an inter¬ 
national student,” she said. “I under¬ 
stand the shock of being in a different 
culture and being in a classroom. All 
of those things I had thought about 
before, but never really understood 
before I got there.” 

Comment at theandersonnews.com. 
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did not apply for the funds 
in 2011, but said he has been 
assured that the fiscal court 
will have to hand over the 
city’s share this year.

him that “his butt would be in 
a sling” if the city doesn’t get 
the money again this year. 

“I didn’t tell him we would 
or wouldn’t turn over that 
money,” Conway said. “I told 
him we’d see.” 

Conway said he has not 
informed the city of his deci¬ 
sion not to turn over the 
money until now. 

As for Hazlett’s contention 
that the county either turn 
over the money or sweep the 
city’s streets, Conway said that 
isn’t going to happen, either, 
adding that only one person 
in Kentucky will be able to 


change his mind. 

“If the governor calls and 
says we have to give it to 
them or risk losing our share 
next year, that’s the only way 
they’re going to get it,” Con¬ 
way said. 

Conway added that he still 
“has a bad taste in his mouth” 
over the city’s recent decision 
to back out of what he said 
was a handshake agreement 
that allowed the city a water 
line easement on county park 
property in exchange for free 
water and sewer at the park. 

“If they want us to pay for 
water, I sure am not going to 


pay them to sweep their own 
streets,” he said. “It’s not up to 
the county government to do 
the city’s work for them. 

“We’re going to spend every 
dime on trash pickup in the 
county.” 

According to the open 
records request, the city 
applied for funding in 2008 
($5,723), 2009 ($5,619) and 
2010 ($5,472). Had it applied 
for funding in 2011, it would 
have received $5,375. In 2012, it 
would have received $5,614.

SHELBYVILLE - In the end, the ulti¬ 
mate tribute given to Anderson County 
baseball was also its downfall. 

South Oldham senior Jordan Simons 
dominated the Bearcats last Wednes¬ 
day, striking out 15 and giving up just 3 
hits in earning a 2-0 win in the Eighth 


lins High School. 

Simply put, Simons was the best 
Anderson had seen in a while. “Hon¬ 
estly, he was far better than advertised,” 
said Anderson coach L.W. Barnes. 

It has become the norm for Ander¬ 
son to see the opponent’s best pitcher in 
the post-season over the last few years. 
With Simons not available, South Old¬ 
ham eventually lost to North Oldham, 
6-3, in the regional championship game. 

Last Wednesday, Simons did not dis¬ 
appoint. A right-hander who is report¬ 
edly headed to the University of Louis¬ 
ville, Simons repeatedly blew fastballs 
by the Bearcats. “They had a (radar) 
gun on him and he did not throw below 
90 (mph) in the first inning,” Anderson 
pitching coach Chris Copenhaver said. 

“I think they said he had 48 pitches 
over 90 in the game.” 

And when Simons, the son of former 
Shelby County and University of Lou¬ 
isville basketball player Matt Simons,

town in 1999, it is nothing 
short of amazing. Whatev- Herndon 
er the reasons, and there Sports editor 
are many given, Anderson - 
had not won a regional 
tournament game in 16 
years when Barnes came home. 

In the 14 years since, Anderson’s 
record in the Eighth Region Tourna¬ 
ment is 22-10. That is more regional 
tournament wins than any program 
in the region over that time. Shelby 
County, the 1979 state champ, 2007 
runner-up and long the standard by 
which all other regional programs 
were measured, is second with 21 wins. 

Since 1999, Shelby has five regional 
crowns, Anderson four. 

But here is something else about 
Barnes’ record: Anderson has been to 
the regional tournament every single 
year he has been head coach.

Big sixth lifts Colonels to 
regional final

For five innings, Anderson 
County appeared primed to 
pull the big upset. 

But Oldham County showed 
why it eventually won the 
regional championship when 
the Lady Colonels erupted for 
seven runs in the top of the 
sixth in an 8-1 win over Ander¬ 
son in the Eighth Region semi¬ 
final last Wednesday at South 
Oldham High School. 

“We played great for five 
innings and made some great 
defensive plays,” Anderson 
coach Brian Glass said.

Corrin Robinson also 
made a great play on a hard 
ground ball up the middle 
with runners on second and 
third. I told them we made 
some mistakes but I didn’t 
want to talk about that.

won more often than not. 

But being a normal 
teenager and tennis 
player sometimes requires 
some preparation. Held in 
place by a hook over the 
ear, the cochlear implant 
processor can sometimes 
work loose. Hayley, how¬ 
ever, says she has never 
had that problem and 
makes sure another pos¬ 
sible glitch is taken care 
of in advance. 

“1 am prepared before 
a match,” Cutts says. “I 
make sure I have a new 
battery in.” 

The device is an elec¬ 
tronic one, with Hailey’s 
being powered by a 
rechargable battery. The 
processor converts sound 
to a digital impulse, 
then sends the mes¬ 
sages through a wire and 
magnet to a surgically 
implanted receiver, which 
stimulates the hairs in 
the cochlea and sends the 
sound to the brain to be 
interpreted as sound. 

Cutts says she got her 
first device when she was 
5 or 6 years old, then was 
fitted with a second as 
a high school freshman. 
Dr. Raleigh Jones, at the 
University of Kentucky, 
performed her the sur¬ 
gery and she has worked 
extensively with the Lex¬ 
ington Speech and Hear¬ 
ing Center. 

For many, like Cutts, 
the prosthetic ear has 
opened a new world of 
.sound. 

“I remember one of the 
first sounds I heard was 


footsteps,” Cutts says with 
a smile. “I said, ‘What was 
that?”’ 

Her speech is develop¬ 
ing and she can hear some 
on the phone, but prefers 
to use text messaging. “I 
feel comfortable using 
my voice around my 
friends and Mr. (Jeremy) 
Cook (Anderson’s girl’s 
tennis coach),” Cutts says 
through her interpreter. 

At Anderson County, 
the school still provided 
an interpreter to assist 
in class. Tindal, who 
works as an interpreter at 
Emma B. Ward Elemen¬ 
tary School, jumped at the 
chance to travel across 
central Kentucky with 
the Lady Bearcat team. 
She was there with Cutts 
at every practice and 
match this spring. 

“I thought this would 
be fun and I love Hailey,” 
Tindal says. 

This spring, Hailey fell 
in love with tennis. She 
will have a full scholar¬ 
ship to Gallaudet College, 
a school for the deaf in 
Washington, D.C.. Even 
though she was raised in a 
hearing world and main¬ 
streamed through school, 
she chose the school to be 
more in touch with the 
deaf community as well. 

“I wanted to get into 
their world,” she says. “I 
have been mainstreamed 
all my life but wanted to 
get into the deaf world.” 

Will she play sports in 
college? 

“Tennis!” she says with¬ 
out her interpreter.

Lacrosse is one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing sports in the United States and this 
year Anderson County started its first 
team. The team is part of the Ken¬ 
tucky Lacrosse Association which con¬ 
tains 27 teams throughout Kentucky. 
The Anderson County Renegades 
began this season with 24 players and 
only four of these players are multi¬ 
sport athletes. Only one player on the 
team had any lacrosse experience prior 
to the season. 

The lacrosse team is self-funded and 
considered a club team. They were able 
to hold several fundraisers to help sup¬ 
port the team throughout the season. 

“It is our goal to be affiliated with 
the school,” said Coach Chris Har¬ 
rod. “If our team is affiliated with the 
Anderson County schools, we have 
more opportunities for grants to help 
f und and expand our program.” 

This year the team played 10 games 
in the spring season and has plans to 
add more games to the schedule next 
year. The team was limited on the 
amount of games due to the lack of 
a home field. The Renegades are cur¬ 
rently in search of a home field in 
Anderson County which needs to be 
similar to a football field, 110 yards 
long by 60 yards wide. Their practice 
field at the Early Childhood Center is 
not large enough to for an official size 
lacrosse field. 

Lacrosse is an fast-paced sport that 
requires protective gear to guard from 
injury. There are 10 players on the field 
for each team: three attack, three mid¬ 
fielders, three defenders and a goalie. 
Each player carries a lacrosse stick (the 
crosse) and catches a small rubber ball 
in the head of the stick. The object of 
the game is to score by shooting the 
ball into the goal with your crosse stick. 
Players use the stick offensively to 
catch, carry and pass the ball to other 
players. The object of the defense is to 
keep the opposing team from scoring 
by stick checking and body contact or 
positioning. 

The charter members of the team 
are: Attack - Chris Anderson, Dylan 
Gradone, Joseph Koonce, Caleb Shep¬ 
herd and Seth Way; Midfielders 
- Thomas Barrett, William Birkicht, 
Dillon Harrod, Ben Maddox, Elijah Mill¬ 


er, Hunter Phillips, Luke Robinson and 
Justin Wilson; Defense - Eric Cunning¬ 
ham, Octavis George, Colton Hykes, 
Isaac Mason, Jack McKinney, James 
Noblin and Brandon Preece; and Goalie 
- Patrick Rice. The coaches are Chris 
Harrod, Jeff Koonce, Carl Miller and 
the skills coach is Aaron Hal verson. 

“During my freshman year I saw 
some problems that were created basi¬ 
cally due to boredom. The thought 
of this stuck with me and I actually 
wrote a paper on this my sophomore 
year. I have a friend that plays lacrosse 
in Lexington and went to his game 
and found it exciting and challenging, 
something I wanted to do. Thus the 
idea of a lacrosse team was born,” said 
Miller who recruited a few friends 
to help get the team started. “With it 
being the first season we had numer¬ 
ous obstacles to overcome, our team did 
really well and I am looking forward to 
next year being even better.” 

The Renegades competed in the 
Division 3 State Tournament winning 
the first game against Lexington Chris¬ 
tian Academy, 6-2, on May 15. Scoring 
in this game were Phillips with three 
goals and Koonce, Shepherd and Way 
with one each. Rice had 18 saves. 

The Renegades were eliminated by 
the Northern Kentucky Warriors, who 
eventually won the state title. 

Gradone, Harrod and Rice were 
selected to the all-state team with Rice 
being the only goalie selected. 

The Renegades plan to add a junior 
varsity team this year. They will have 
preseason conditioning and skills devel¬ 
opment through the summer as well 
as attend camps to further develop 
their skills. To play the sport, an athlete 
needs a lacrosse stick, lacrosse pads and 
gloves, and a helmet. 

“We have a lot of interest in this 
sport from younger players as well, 
but not having a home field for games 
makes it difficult to grow this pro¬ 
gram,” said Koonce. “This year has 
been a growing and learning year for 
both players and coaches. Over half of 
the players will be attending camps 
at Clemson University, University of 
North Carolina, University of Virginia 
and Georgetown College this summer. 
There are also several local camps that 
would be great for kids who may want 
to learn more about this sport.”
